Dr. Eric Wrisman, a behavioral neurolo- 
gist who practices in niral.western Ken- 
tucky, reported in the distin'gui^cd Briiisli 
mescal journal .The Lancet that he ha^ 
treated 11 people for Creutzfeldt-Jakob in- 
four years, and all had eaten squirrel brains 
at some time. Six of the riedms, tuning in 
age from 56 to 78, have died. 

The normal inddcnce of the disease in the 


area should be' one case in about 10 years, 
he said. 

Weisman and co-author Dr. Joseph 
Berger, chairman of the neurology depart- 
ment at the University of Kentucky, cau- 
tioned that the number of cases is small, and .

Credit-card, auto loans propel 
consumer credit gain in July 


WASHINGTON (AP) -• American con- 
sumers resumed borrowing in July, tapping 
their credit .cards and securing auto loans 
after taking a rest in the spring and early 
summer. 

Consumer debt outstanding grew at a 6.4 
percent annual rate to a seasonally adjusted 
S1.23 trillion, the Federal Reserve said 
Monday. ” ■ • 

That was the biggest advance since April 
and well above lackluster gains at rates of 
0.8 percent in June and 2.7 percent^ in 
May. 

“The consumer has not zipped up his wal- 
let.” said economist Samuel D. Kahan of 


0.7 percent gain in August.

Stucklcss, a former equipment 
handler at Maple Leaf Gardens, 
rose Monday at the start of what 
was to have been his trial on 57 
charges, all related to the abuse of 
young boys, to plead guilfy to 22.

of sexual assault. 

Each count involved a different 
b<^ between the ages of 11 and 14. 
And each incident took place 
between 1969 and 1988, the year 
he was convicted of sexually 
assaulting a boy in Newmarket, 
Ontario. 

The plea leaves 33 charges out- 
standing and Stucklcss’ lawyer, 
John Scarfe, said they would be 
withdrawn. 

Stucklcss, 47, is “very relieved 
and he’s extremely remorseful for 
all that happened," Scarfc said. 
“He wanted to take responsibility 
and, most imponanily, he wanted 
to avoid any of ilie victims having 
to ro throu^ the pain and anguisli 
of having to testify.” 

Some victims were children he 
taught os an ossisiam gym tcadicr 
at a school rtorth of Toronto, said

Cowboys analyze 
loss to Cardinals 


IRVING, Texas (AP) - The 
.D^as Cowboys broke dmvn like 
on old race horse against the 
Arizona Cardinals and they’re 
not sure vvhy. 

“It's not just the offensive line, it 
ivas everybody,” quarterback Troy 
Aikman said during Monday’s post 
mortem. “I know there were some 
tilings I didn’t road." 

The Cardinals blitzed the 
Cowboys dizzy os they rallied 
from a 15-point deficit to vrin 25- 
22 in overtime Sunday night. 
Aikman was sacked iluee times, 
losing 24 yards. . 

“When you lose like that it’s 
frustrating," Aikman said. 
“Arizona did a nice job of mixing 
things up. ... We’U have to look at 
the films it&detcrmine exactly 
what happened.” 

Ihe heat seemed to bother the 
Cowboys - who held training 
camp under a blazing Austin sun 
- much more than it djd Arizona. 

Running back Emmitt Smith, 
who bruised some ribs but still 
rushed for 132 yards, said the 
Cowboys weren’t drinking 
enough water. 

"It’s not about how we trained 
in Austin. It was about fluids in 
the body,” Smith said. “The 
offensive line got tired and it was 
the first time Fve-ever seen 
Midiael Irvin start crampiilg up.” 

Three Cowboys had intra- 
venous transfusions during the 
game, including defensive line- 
man Chad Hennings, who scored 
a toudidown on a fumble return 
but later got dizzy. Defensive 
back Charlie Williams and tiglit 
end Eric Bjorason also had IVs 
during the game. 

Wide receiver Anthony Miller , 
played only ttvo downs before ‘a 
hamstring tightened, the same 
problem ho had nt practice on 
Thursday. The Dallas offense 
missed ms ability to stretch the 
defense like he did in the 37*7 
season-opening win over 
Pittsburgh. 

“It hurt us to have Anthony 
out," Aikman said. “Our offen^

“It’s been a long time since 
we’ve gotten offensive chunks of 
yardage like thqt,” Smith said. 
“We’re going to have a much bet- 
ter offense than last year.

Smith was irritated tliat be 
called for an unsportsmanlike 
penally for taking his helmet off 
after a Dallas touchdown was 
called back for a holding penalty.

The Terome man is also_ 
on expen cr^tsman and uses his skills 
to m^c costumes, head dresses, purs- 
es, moccasinsj-shawls, Bible covers and 
other items, using beads and a secret 
method of assembling the doth used in 
his crafting. 

“I’ve had a life-long love of Indian 
lore arid art. I like their spiritualism 
and reasons for life,” he sold. 

Howell is of Welsh and English 
descent, but become interested in the 
American Indians “when my mother,

cook us to the reservations-and thot’s 
-how-1 got interested-in the ways of 
these people,” he said. 

Howell mokes the costumes he wears 
for the dances, spending countless 
hours sewing on beads and pieces of 
leather and doth to depict the style of 
a “traditional Northern tribe."
